Hereas it bath pleaſed hu moſt exc:llent Majeſty $ Grations King, by his Letter 
bearing Date the twenty ſeventh of April, 1678. to ſegnifie his Koyal pleaſure, T hat 
the Anthority of this bis Colony of Maſſachuſets i» New-England, do give forth Or- 
ders that the Oath of Allegiance as it is by Law eſtabliſhed within his Kingdome of 
England, be adminiſired and taken by all his Subjr&tswithin this Colony, who are of 


years totake an Oath: 


In Obedience whereunto, and asa demonſtration of out Loyalty ; It is Ordered and EnaQed by this 
Court and the Authority thereof, that as the Members of this Court now litting have readily taken rhe 
Oath of Allegiance, fo by their Example and Authority they dor.quire and command that the ſame 
Oarh be given and taken by all his Majeſties Subje&s within this Jurisdition, that are of ſixtcen years of 
Age and upwards. Andto the cnd this Order be duely executed, It is hereby Ordercd, that a conve- 
tient number of printed Copies of the ſaid Oath of Allegiance, exaQtly agreeing with the written Copy 
Incloſed in his Majeſties Letter, and ſigned by the Secretary of State, be ſent forth unto every Magiſtrates 
and Juſtice of Peace, and to the Conſtable of every Town within this Jurisdiction, 

And it is further Ordered that the Magiſtrates and Juſtices, or ſuch as are Commiſſioned with Magi- 
ftratical Authority in every Ccunty of this Colony do with all convenient ſpeed repair to the ſeveral 
Towns and Villages within this JurisdiQion,at ſuch time, and in ſuch order as they beſt may, and accom- 
pliſh the ſame; givins forth their warrant to the Conſtables of each Town to convene all the Inhabitants 
ofthe Age above ſaid, and taking their names in writing, adminiſter the ſaid Oath of Allegiance to each 
ofthem, and return their Names to the Recorder of each WaygCourt to be enrolled, And if any thall 
refule to take the ſaid Oath, or abſent themſelves, unleſs in caſe of ſickneſs, the Names of ſuch ſhall be re- 
turned to the Recorder of the County, who are to be proceeded againſt by the County Coerts refpe- 
&ively, for the firſt offence whereof he is legally conviaed, to pay ſuch a Fine as the County Court ſhall 
impoſe not exceeding five pounds,or three Moneths Impriſonment in the common priſon or houte of Cor- 
rection: And for the ſecond offence whereof he ſhall be lawtully convicted, what fumme the County 
Cope ſhall inflict, provided it exceed not ten pounds, or fix Moneths Imprifonment without Baile, or 

aln-priſfe.
